Septuagesima 


Septuagesima, which fell on January 
21st, occurred unusually early this year. It 
is the first Sunday determined by the date 
of Easter, which falls exactly nine weeks 
later. 

Septuagesima cannot occur earlier than 
January 18th. and this happens only when 
Easter falls on its earliest possible date— 
that is, March 22nd.

Oriental Candour 


In our view, there have been two minor 
errors made in the presentation to an 
English-speaking public of this illuminat- 
ing and remarkable work. The publishers 
may have been wrong to issue the book at 
a price so relatively low that it may be 
mistakenly classed as fiction in the 
loose way that certain types of narrative 
are classed. Its place is upon the library 
shelves devoted to “ general literature "; 
and we hope that it may not go astray. 

It is not for those who are seeking a 
„nice story to read; because, though 
its pages abound in brief, short stories of 
human interest, the whole is so built up 
from the accretion of detail that it is 
somewhat lacking in shape, except in the 
sense that all human life has a shape. 
Hino’s dramatic sense, however, gives him 
as a good “curtain,” the entry into 
Canton. 

A second minor error may also be noted. 
The clever translator, Mr. Lewis Bush—if 
he had a free hand—might have done 


better to censor some passages in which, 
with truly Oriental candour, personal dis- 
comforts. are described. We strongly 
deprecate the effort of some contemporaries 
to make this sort of thing admissible in 
Western writing: Mr. Bush may, indeed, 
have done more tidying-up than we are 
aware in rendering for us a most im- 
portant piece of creative literature,

intention to storm the Maginot Line. Such 
an operation would be by no means 
impossible; but its ‘cost in men and 
material would be so high that no 
commanding officer in his senses would 
tisk it. It also is assumed that, sooner 
‘or later, the Germans will start an 
offensive somewhere; and Dr, Goebbels’s 
Propaganda Department has been keeping 
Europe guessing with much skill ever 
since the war began. Where will Herr 
Hitler strike? This question has been on 
the lips of half the world during the past 
five months, The mere fact that it 
continues to be asked is a tribute to the 
efficiency of German propaganda; for it 
indicates that.the war of nerves is being 
prosecuted with undiminished vigour by 
| Berlin. Every few weeks a rumour is 
started in order to create a temporary 
panic. Twice already, at a reasonably 
long interval, mysterious troop movements 
have been reported from the neighbourhood 
of the Dutch and Belgian frontiers. On 
both occasions the Governments of the 
Low Countries have taken far-reaching: 
precautions, which must have cost the 
Dutch and Belgian taxpayers large sums of 
money, and certainly caused much alarm 
among the people of both countries. The 
suggestion was that the Germans, in order 
to turn the flank of the Maginot Line, 
were about to invade Holland and Belgium, 
thus returning to an extended form of the 
Schlieffen plan, which was employed in 
1914. In the event, nothing happened. 
A like scare was created in Switzerland 
a few months ago, when the rumour was 
started that the Germans proposed to turn 
the Maginot Line from the South. In 
this case also nothing happened; but an 
atmosphere of uncertainty was maintained 
not only in Switzerland, but throughout 
the Continent. 

Dr. Goebbels is far too intelligent to 
harp too long on the same string. He 
knows how to vary his technique to the 
best possible effect; and, for the time 
being at any rate, no more will be heard 
of projected attacks on Holland or 
Belgium—or even on Switzerland. Public 
interest is being switched over to a totally 
different part of the world—namely, to the 
Balkans. During the last couple of weeks 
there have been significant paragraphs in 
the newspapers, and hints on the wireless, 
regarding military activities in Slovakia. 
When Slovakia was sundered from 
Bohemia and Moravia, and turned into an 
independent republic under German 
auspices, a separate Slovak army was 
established. In the nature of things, it 


had a number of Czech commissioned and 


non-commissioned officers ; they have been 
gradually ‘‘ weeded out, with the result 
that only Slovaks remain. Needless to 
say, the Slovak army, such as it is, is 
under the direct control of the German 
High Command; and when the announce- 
ment was made recently that it had been 
mobilised at full strength, people in all 
parts of Europe began to wonder what was 
afoot. Did the Germans intend to launch 
an attack on Hungary or om Rumania? 
It is an open secret that Germany's 
shortage of oil is causing some concern to 
Field-Marshal Goering. Supplies from 
overseas have been cut off by the British 
blockade ; imports from Soviet Russia, and 
even from Galicia, are proving to be 
totally inadequate to the country’s needs, 
and the lure of the rich oilfields of 
Rumania must be almost irresistible to the 
genial Field-Marshal. His main object is 
to obtain oil for Germany. Naturally, he 
would prefer to get it without the need 
for military action, and for that reason 
great pressure is being exerted on the 
Rumanian Government—which, for all 
practical purposes, is represented by King 
Carol. Rumania is not exactly popular 
among her friends and neighbours. After 
the last war she annexed large tracts of 
Hungarian territory in. Transylvania. She 
also enlarged herself at the expense of 
Bulgaria and Russia, from whom she 
acquired the valuable lands of Bessarabia. 
In these circumstances, she is a com- 
paratively easy prey to threats; and, if 
King Carol did not happen to be a man 
of exceptionally strong character, Rumania 
probably would have been dragged into 
the war long ago. 

The present series of excursions and 
alarums in Slovakia may be of no more 
importance than the corresponding 
manoeuvres on the Dutch and Belgian 
borders some weeks ago. On the other 
hand, they may be the prelude to a new 
German thrust to the South-East and the 
Black Sea. Time will tell. Opinion in 
France is beginning to become suspicious 
of Rumano-German relations. It seems 
that important negotiations have been in 
progress between Bucharest and Berlin 
regarding supplies of oil, and the 
allegation is made quite openly that 
Rumania is not being faithful to the spirit 
of her agreements with France and Great 
Britain whereby her independence has 


| been guaranteed by the Allies. Some 


critics, indeed, have gone so far as to say 
that King Carol already has exchanged 
the Allied for a German guarantee; but 
at the present stage this assertion would 
seem to be highly exaggerated. Certainly 
the efficiency of the German military 
example of the Blitskrieg was von 
Mackensen’s campaign against Rumania: 
in 1015, when he crushed the country’s 
resistance in a few weeks; and in the 
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i some months past the local authorities in 


From 
the Allied point of view, the manifest 
danger is that Germany may try to force | 
the pace. An altim to Rumania, or 


the pigeons with a vengeance, and nobody 
knows this fact bettér than Dr. Goebbels. 
There is one restraining factor, however, 
which may succeed in keeping the Balkans | 
at peace. Signor Mussolini—at the 
moment—does not want war. Italy’s 
influence will be exerted to the full to 
prevent a campaign of any kind in the 
Balkans. She is hoping to reap the 
rewards of her neutrality at the Peace 
Conference. 


Unconsideted Trifles 


A national effort is to be made in Great 
Britain from now onwards to preserve and 
collect from the country’s dustbins all 
refuse that possibly could be used as raw 
materials for the war-time industries, and 
a conference of 120 local authorities met 
in Birmingham a few days ago to discuss 
common plans. Mr. J. C. Dawes, the | 
Deputy-Director. of Salvage, begged the 
co-operation of all householders, and said 
that the country wanted at least 250,000 
tons of clean waste paper out of the 
750,000 to 1,000,000 tons which are sent 
to the rubbish dumps every year, and 
citizens were urged also to save old bones, 
cinders, tin boxes, rags and a variety of 
other similar commodities that hitherto 
were just thrown out. Necessity is, indeed, 
the mother ot invention. When people 
are confronted by great obstacles there is 
usually one person somewhere among them 
who will find a way round. In England 
at the present time the most serious 
problem is to maintain the supply of 
essential raw materials for industry— 
metal, paper, rubber, fuel, textiles, glass 
and a thousand other elements of indus- 
trial life. All kinds of precautions were 
taken to ensure normal supplies both from 
the home centres and from abroad, bat 
little attention was paid until the war 
actually had arrived to the very consider- 
able quantities of those materials which 
could be reclaimed from the nation’s 
refuse dumps, Scientists for many years 
have been talking to an umheeding world 
of the value of “ rubbish.” Many of them 
went so far in their experiments as to 
produce pure food, such as meat and 
vegetable essences, from the refuse of the 
sewers; and Mr. Aldous Huxley, in his 
„Brave New World,” put the crown on 
all their dreams by describing the perfect 
world where there was no waste, but 
where everything, after use, was returned 
to the scientists to be restored for some 
further service to mankind, In time of 
peace such schemes would be regarded as 
the very full-flower of impractical genius, 
but in time of war almost any project 
that conceivably might produce such 
desirable results is worth a trial. For 


Great Britain have been carrying out 
salvage experiments on the 10,000,000 tons 
of refuse with which they deal annually. 
All of them do not publish their findings, 
but from the figures that have appeared 
it seems that as much as 75 per cent. of 
the materials which they seek can be re- 
claimed. Certainly the results which the 
pioneers have achieved are remarkable. 
According to one authority, over a million 
and a half tons of cinders for use as fuel, 
over a milhon tons of paper, nearly 
350,000 tons of tin boxes and other metal, 
155,000 tons of rags, 280,000 tons of bottles 
and broken glass, 188,000 tons of leather, 
wood and rubber, and nearly 40,000 tons 
ot bones could be redeemed every year 
from the refuse bins of a million and a 
half houses in certain areas which have 
been under survey in England and Wales; 
and they are said to represent only a few 
of the great number of valuable com- 
modities that are available. This phase 
of national economy in Great Britain 
having been reviewed in a general long- 
term planning policy by. the Government, 
now is being pushed ahead, and, if the 
salvage schemes produce anything like 
what is expected of them, Britain's refuse 
dumps may become gold mines for her in 
the time ot need. The irony of the situa- 
tion is that heretofore the ratepayers have 
been spending millions of pounds every 
year to have this same rubbish '' carried 
away and destroyed.

Eleven members of the crew of the 
Norwegian ship, Souga, which was torpedoed 
two hundted miles west of the Scilly Isles 
on Manday, and who were picked up by the 
British trawler Lodden and landed at Kinsale 
to-day, arrived in Cork to-night. Two other 
members of tho crew remain in Kinsale, 
while the captain and eleven others, who 
drifted ashore in their lifeboat at Crookhaven 
this morning, are remaining there overnight. 

The chief engineer, who was among those 
landed at Kinsale, told the story of the 
sinking of the Souga in a hotel in the city to- 
night. 

A submarine sent three shells across their 
bows. They all took to the lifeboats. 

Their captain asked the commander of the 
submarine what he wanted, and the com- 
mander replied: '' We are going to torpedo 
you at once, and I advise you to steer east, 
and to keep clear of your ship and me.“ 

The following morning the two lifeboats 
Muse company, and they pulled away for 
shore. 


“IT WAS AWFUL” 


Other members of the crew had got to 
land safely. ‘‘The weather got worse

CHAIRMAN’S SPEECH 


The Chairman in his address said:— 
Presented to you to-day is our report and 
statement of accounts for the half- vear ended 
Slst ember, 1939, which, duly certified 
by the auditors, has been in your hands for 
some days, and which, following the usual 
custom, I will, with your permission, take as 
read. 

The six months which we have just passed 
through has been a period of great inter- 
national tension culminating in wars which 
have had marked repercussions on the busi- 
ness activities of nearly every commercial 
undertaking in this country; and, while we in 
Eire are living in a state of comparative 
comfort. and security, it is the earnest hope 
of us all that speedy success will be attained 
by any movements towards peaceful solu- 
tions. 

For banks and other similar financial in- 
stitutions it has been a period of great 
anxiety, and the necessity for maintaining a 
very high percentage of liquidity has been a 
factor in reducing the earning power of our 
resources. On the other hand; war condi- 
tions have been the cause of an increase in 
the prices obtained for the agricultural 
exports of this country, and we see evidence 
of this shown in our figures. 


TAX BURDEN 


As pointed ont at our meeting last June, 
the additional income tax has been a heavy 
burden on the banks, and this is reflected 
in our profits, and has necessitated a small 
decrease in the rate of dividend. I would 
like to point out to our shareholders, how- 
ever, that, while the dividend now being 
recommended is one pound per cent. per 
annum less than a year ago, the net reduc- 
tion is actually only 6s..3d. per cent. when 
the variation in the income tax during the 
past year is taken into account. 

I shall now proceed, as usual, to give our 
shareholders a comparison of the balance 
sheet figures with those of the previous year, 
and to explain any fluctuation where material 
differences exist. ‘It affords me great pleasure 
to be in the position of chairman at this 
meéting, as [ am able to put before you a 
balance sheet showing satisfactory results and 
increased business generally. 


PROFIT AND DIVIDEND 


The profits for the half-year, after making 
the fullest provision for all bad and doubtful 
debts, and for all contingencies that it is 
possible for us to foresee, amount to £66,454, 
which shows a decrease of £2,072 only when 
compared with a year ago, notwithstanding 
the extra income tax already reterred to. 
When compared with our profits as at June 
last, an increase of £950 can be observed.
